Weedeſire 
to haue (trong bodies, able to doe vsſervicein ouroldeage, ſedprohi 
bent grandes patine,but wee eate and drinke ſo muchthat it cannot 
bee, Aſclepiadesa Phylitian indented with fortune that if ever hee 
ſhould happen tofallſicke, heewould no longer bea Phyſitian : Ee 
gnid epm(, ratero,magnos promuttere montes: vyhat netde Aſclepia- 
des, (who witha ſuddaine fall of aladderprevented (ickenetle,and 
ended his dayes,) or Craterus,orany other Phyſician R—_ ſuch 
mountaines to himſelfe or others ? A Phyſitian is to be honoured with 
that honour that 1s due unto hm, but of the moſt High commeth healing ; 
his knowledge lifteth vp the headhee receiveth piftes of the king, ad 
the ſight of great men he ſhal be hadin admiration,but the Lord hath crea- 
ted the medicines of theearth ; the Apothecarie maketh a confeltion, and 
get hee catnot finiſh his own worke. Letthe Phylitian do his part with 
ightandfaithfullmindc,intheſight of G O D who hathcrea- 
we , lethimnotlieco his patientand thrall , nor draw him into 
errour, as Abraham did Abimelechin ſaying that Sara was bur his 
ſiſter, when ſhee was hiswifez he had well-nigh cauſed him to inne 
by that falſe ſuggeſtion : ſo theſe may deceiue their patients, and 
make them the more carele(lc,bytellingthe thar theirdiſeaſeisfur- 
cheroff in degree, when iris incorporate into them, and lyethſo 
nearetotheir body .(cuen like a wife) that it maynotbeeſeuered, 
when the ſicke man and his icknetle are duo in carne na, asit were 
two in one fleſh, Some are vnskiltull in their profeſſion, ſuch as 
Plinieſpeaketh of, cxperimente per mortes agunt : they kill men to gaine 
exzerience, And Seneca notcth thelike, officio/7ime multos occiduns, 
they are very bufictocaſt manic menawaie, Others wevnlaktvull

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andtheſe(in my iudgement)are moreto beeſchewedthanthe former 

cuil counſailors/ealing the hurts of the prople with ſweete words, crying 

peace, peace, all i; well,when behold, Hannibal is at the gates, death is 
enteredinat the windowes and atthe dores,and hathraken the fort of 

thebody into her hands. Such are very vnlikely to make ſound bo-
